hite-Forsythia is a White Flower Farm Introduction 

this year. (See page 19.) This plant has many excel- 
lent characteristics. It’s brown twiggy branches are covered 
with masses of white bloom, making a most pleasant 
contrast with the fresh green of earliest spring. Its soft 
blue-green leaves appear after the bloom and are quite 
lovely. It is also slow-growing, dwarf and spreading in 
habits; its size easily maintained. White-Forsythia will 
not get out of hand as do so many of the yellow types. 
It is also a very rare plant—we know of only one other 
nursery in the U.S. which is offering it for sale this year. 
White-Forsythia’s botanical name is Abeliophyllum dis- 
tichum (pronounced a bee’ leo feelum dis tick’ um.) It 
will remain in the rare and unusual category for a long 
time because the plant is very difficult to propagate 
either from seeds or cuttings. Because White-Forsythia 
is difficult to move we supply only strong, young plants 
with a rootball. 


No plant is perfect for all climates and this is true of 
Abeliophyllum. Flowers will bloom and blast in localities 
having hard frost and freezing winds in April. Frost, how- 
ever, does not affect the bush itself. But even in unfriendly 
climates diligent gardeners can make the bush flower 
most years by planting it in completely protected south- 
ern exposures. The plant can also be flowered under 
difficult conditions by using it as a climber on a protected 
wall. (As a climber its branches must be attached to the 
wall.) Growth the first season will be negligible. It then 
comes along actively for about five years, slows down 
thereafter. Do not expect blooms in quantity much before 
the third year. Stocks are very limited and only the earli- 
est orders have much chance of being filled this season. 
Only one to a customer, please. 


Starting on Page 22 you will find a unique feature — 
a list of rare and unusual plants which are not offered 
commercially in this country. The reason they are not 
generally sold is that these plants are extremely difficult 


to propagate. To put it another way, because they take 
a lot of time and labor to grow, they are very expensive 
to produce in the U.S.—so they are not produced. 


We decided long ago that there must be some way to 
beat this problem and after considerable experimenta- 
tion have a solution. We have these plants propagated 
for us in England, a low cost labor country, and import 
them. However, for the next three to five years most of 
them have to be put on a Waiting List basis. The reasons 
for this are two-fold. First, imports have to go through 
Plant Quarantine (an experience no plant should have 
to undergo). This is such severe treatment that we have 
to grow these plants on a year to be sure they are in 
good condition. Second, many kinds of plants (Berberis 
and Rosa for example) are quarantined and inspected on 
the nursery for a period of two years before they can be 
shipped to you. However, past experimental shipments 
from abroad indicate that losses in imports are modest. 
Also growing them on here has offered no problems. 
Because all these plants are rare and scarce none of 
them will be moved bare root. To insure delivery in top 
condition they all will be shipped with rootball. Packag- 
ing and transportation will be billed separately. 


Yes, this material is somewhat more expensive than 
ordinary stock, but when did you ever get the rare and 
unusual without it costing a little more. But after you 
have gone through the list you'll be surprised at the 
great number of these plants that are no more expensive 
than more ordinary material grown here. 


Eats des Bois, our named varieties, have been scarce 
since their introduction last year because we have not 
been able to produce enough to meet demand. Last 
summer we propagated more than we thought would be 
needed. Then we relaxed. However, The New Yorker 
Magazine ran a short descriptive paragraph on them in 
a December issue with the result that orders appear 
again to be running ahead of supply. If you want these 
delicious strawberries this spring (they make delightful 
edging plants, by the way) please don’t delay a minute 
getting in your order. 


We have a few tuberous Begonias imported from the 
famous English Hybridizers, Blackmore and Langdon. 
(See Page 4.) They come in named varieties and by 
shades of color. They are very expensive, but nothing 
like them exists any place else in the world. Plants are 
sturdy, bloom normally double the size of anything grown 
here and of exquisite color. We will send you instructions 
about propagating and increasing stock from cuttings. 
With good luck you should be able to get three to five 
new tubers out of each bulb each year. Please don’t 
order them unless you plan to continue to raise them. But 
they are fun, gorgeous fun. 


You'll note a different typographical arrangement in 
The Flowering Plant and in the Flowering Shrubs and 
Tree selections on Pages 5 and 17, respectively, They 
are now in absolute alphabetical order, the botanical 
name in bold capital letters, the common names in light 
letters immediately following. This change was made to 
make reference easier, and we hope you like it. 


Look for the new category of Roses on Page 2 called 
Grandiflora. These are crosses between Hybrid Teas 
and Floribundas and they are a very pleasant kind of 
rose. Bushes are big, buds and blooms are like Teas, 
borne in clusters like Floribunda but on longer, stronger 
stems. 

The best of the 1955 award winners in Rose classes are 
included in the Rose section. We point out again that the 
loveliest Rose gardens use Teas, Floribundas or Grandi- 
floras as bedder material, planted closely together and 
massed by variety. In other words, for effective displays 
don’t mix Rose varieties — mass them. Fifteen yellow roses 
of one variety are five times as effective as fifteen yellow 
roses, three to a variety. 


On Page 13 you will find a plan for a 4’ x 20’ English 
Perennial border. It’s a ‘‘sampler’’ type, contains 40 
plants, each different. As you would expect, this border 
is extremely colorful and varied. It’s fun and not hard 
to handle. Also, rather inexpensive. 


T* Flowering Shrub Border on Page 20 will be a 
pleasant flowering screen-planting in a few years. It’s 
composed of 26 Flowering Shrubs and is ideal for any 
75 foot lot, particularly any lot with a new house on it 
and not much protective planting. Spot in some peren- 
nials in the open spaces this spring. Next fall load the 
base of this border with Daffodils and edge it with Botani- 
cal Tulips and bulbous Iris. 


Since 1949 our travelling plant hunters (two of the 
partners) have located some astonishing sources for new 
and unusual plants. Waiting List of Rare and Unusual 
Plants and Shrubs is one product of these travels, but it 
is just a slim hundred out of literally 10,000 rare plants 
they have located. If your experience is at all like ours, 
chances are that you've seen very desirable plants, have 
asked the names, then have not been able to find the 
plant in commerce. If you have a similar experience, 
please write us. The odds are that we will know where 
this plant is located abroad, and if it can be imported 
under the Quarantine laws, we will quote you price and 
delivery date. You will, however, have to know the correct 
botanical name for us to find it—foreign sources hardly 
ever mention the popular names of plants.

WARMENHOVEN AMARYLLIS 


These giant flowering hybrids will bloom for the rankest 
amateur. They can be grown either in the house or gar- 
den, but they are not hardy in our climate and if grown 
outdoors have to be dug before frost. Planted in a 
pot in winter they will bloom within six to eight weeks. 
(By keeping part of the bulbs dormant you can have a 
succession of bloom throughout the winter.) Plant them 
outdoors in March, April or May and they will bloom in 
July and August. Outdoor culture is easier than growing 
gladiolus.

Then finish with the subsoil and leave a dish of earth 
about 18 inches in diameter with a 6-inch rim. Fill with water—and fill at

White Flower Farm is the U. S. port of entry for this long list of rare and unusual trees 
and shrubs from all over the world. All are hardy in Litchfield. Many of the plants listed 
here, although not in general commerce in this country, can be seen in U. S. arboretums. 
They are not in commerce because American labor costs are too high to make their 
reproduction economical. Also, because they are unknown, no ready demand exists 
for them. But regardless of cost or demand we decided long ago to have these plants 
contract-grown for us abroad in low-labor-cost countries, and to import them. 

A few experimental shipments proved that the plants could be transported safely. How- 
ever, to be absolutely sure they are alive when they reach you, we do not offer first 
season imports, but grow them on for one to three years before shipping them. Also, 
many kinds, like Berberis, are admitted by the government only under two-year quaran- 
tine. You are therefore doubly protected—you get vigorous stock, and get it disease 
free. Yes, this makes plants in this list somewhat more expensive than ordinary varieties, 
but rare and unusual and hard-to-get things always cost a little more. However, a quick 
comparison of these prices with the cost of ordinary trees and shrubs reveals they are 
not expensive at all; some are actually under the price of ordinary varieties. 

These trees and shrubs move well only when small. Fact is any plant, rare or ordinary, 
transplants best when young. Americans, used to “‘big-package-buys” in breakfast foods 
to automobiles, find this hard to get used to. But to repeat: nursery stock, unless pur- 
chased as balled-and-burlapped, guaranteed specimens at really top prices, should be 
strong and good, never large. 

Please do not pay for these plants in full when ordering. Make only a 25 percent 
deposit. We will acknowledge and advise approximate date of shipment.

Caution: Use Lime Sparingly 


For some reason many gardeners put “a little lime 
around” every spring without really knowing if soils 
need it or not. To put it mildly, this is very bad prac- 
tice, because with few exceptions soil should be on 
the acid side —in most instances, rather decidedly 
acid. Few perennials like it, many (Lupins) won’t tol- 
erate it. Surprisingly many garden books say that 
lime is good for Delphiniums. This is true only if you 
bring soil from very acid to slightly acid. Use lime 
sparingly on your lawns, too. Lime helps germinate 
clover and other undesirable leguminous weed seeds. 

Remember that lime is basically a soil conditioner; 
strong stuff used to bring very acid soils up in acidity, 
never to the alkaline side for 99 percent of all flow- 
ering plants. For Lilacs, yes, load soils with lime to 
bring them to an 8.5 ph but not higher, or lime will 
poison Lilacs, too. 
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
